WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Thirty- 
five men were killed when the Roma, 
giant dirigible of the American air 
fleet, 
fell in Tames to the ground 
near the Norfolk army base this af­ 
ternoon, the navy department was 
advised in a radio message from the 
naval 
operating base 
at Hampton 
Roads. 
A message received at 3:25 
said the wreckage still was burning. 
The big ship exploded with a ter­ 
rifies blast 
when about 
1,000 feet 
above the ground, the report stated 
The mass 
of wreckage fell, 
fire 
broke out and the ship fell almost a 
mass of flames. 
Official confirmation of the Roma 
disaster was given in a war depart­ 
ment statem ent this afternoon. The 
statem ent said no details had been 
received and was confined largely to 
a description of the large ship. 
“The Roma fell this afternoon at 2 
o'clock near the Norfolk army base,- 
the statem ent said. 
“No details of 
the accident have been received.’* 
The 
following telegram 
was re­ 
ceived by the navy department from 
a navy official at Hampton Roads: 
“Army dirigible Roma caught fire 
and fell to the ground near army 
base 
at Norfolk 
about 2:10 p. rn. 
Thirty-five persons 
reported dead 
out of possible 55 on board.” 
Major General Patrick, head of the 
army air service, left Washington 
for the scene by airplane a few min­ 
utes after confirmation of the disas­ 
ter was received by the war depart­ 
m ent 


The Roma waa scheduled to leave 
Washington as soon as w eather con­ 
ditions would permit for an exhibi­ 
tion flight to the Pacific coast. 
It 
was to follow the route heretofore 
followed by airplanes in transcon­ 
tinental 
flights, 
passing 
through 
Wheeling, Columbus, Dayton. Spring­ 
field, Ohio, indianapolis, St. Louis. 
Denver and Los Angeles. 
The big craft had a capacity of 
1,100,000 cubic feet. 
Its length was 
125 meters approximately 400. 
The ship had six engines of 4801 
horsepower—a total power capacity ■ 
of 2,880 horsepower. 
Its maximum 
speed was 63 miles an hour. 
It, 
coaid lift nearly 40,000 pounds and I 
had a fuel capacity of about 26,000 j 
pounds. 
It could fly for IOO hours ! 
without re-fueling. 
The 
envelope of the big 
ship, 
which gave way, was composed of 
three layers of rubberised cotton. 
The Roma was so constructed that 
it could be anchored at sea by use 
of conical fabric anchors. 
It was finally purchased by the 
United States from the Italian gov­ 
ernm ent February S. 1921, and de­ 
livered March 6.

esty. 
‘‘As for love-m aking tn public, that 
has long since become quite com­ 
mon. 
Queening parties are held on 
many of our boulevards in broad 
daylight, and the ‘one-arm ed’ driv­ 
er has become a menace to other 
m otorists. 
"I think we have grown pleasure- 
mad. 
W e are no longer content with 
the sim ple Joys. 
Girls crave excite­ 
ment. 
“And yet the blam e docs not rest 
entirely w ith our girls. 
Perhaps it 
is true th at the girls suffer more 
acutely from ‘flapperitis' than the 
boys, but at the root of the m atter 
we find the m others. 
"The m others, going in for 'flap- 
peritis’ them selves, have neglected 
the daughters. 
Deeply involved in 
the social round, they do not know 
where their daughters go, nor w hat 
they do.” 
“ ’Flapperitis’ has reached a seri­ 
ous stage in this country,” said Mrs. 
W. D. Baker. 
“Although I do not 
go to dances and to other 
places 
where ‘flapperitis’ 
is 
prevalent, I 
think there is a great deal in the 
statem ent that th is craze has reach ­ 
ed the epidem ic stage. 
“On th e streets, and w herever you 
go, you will see m arked evidences 
of the lack of restraint. 
T his open 
violation of the reserves of w om an­ 
hood is deplorable. But are the girls 
wholly to blam e? 
Are we going to 
absolve the m others? 
"The m odern m other has come to 
the point w here she devotes alto­ 
gether too much tim e to the social 
whirl, to cards, to clubs, moving pic­ 
tures and other divertisem ents. U n­ 
til our m others awaken to th eir re­ 
sponsibilities the daughters will con­ 
tinue to indulge in such frivolities. 
"The solution, then, lies in getting 
back to norm al conditions in the 
home. 
U ntil we have intelligent co­ 
operation upon the part of parents, 
teachers and m others in particular, 
we will fail utterly in our efforts to 
curb this craze. 
“Radical changes in m any of the ] 
prevalent customs m ust precede the 
m ovem ent of ‘back to norm al' con­ 
ditions. 
This will apply to dancing, 
to m usic, and to adequate supervis­ 
ion upon the part of m others. 
"T here must be dress reform s, and 
a re-shaping of our ideas in connec­ 
tion with ‘style.’ 
Many of our girls 
of today, believing they 
are 
well 
dressed, look heathenish instead of 
beautiful. 
Powder, paint and chalk, 
once shunned, now predom inate. The 
girl known as the ‘flapper’ paints as 
she goes 
She no longer feels any , 
m odesty in adding 
the 
finishing 
touches in public. 
Our streets are 
our show places.”
